ago. 
This report is shown on the 
books of the health officer at th e ; 
! city hall. 
In a m ajority of cases on j 
examination it has been found that I 
the disease 
has 
been hereditary, | 
though some of the cases have been 
, caused by living in unsanitary loca- 
I tions. 
In speaking or the m atter 
Health Officer Anthony Murphy gave 
the following interview: 
“Twenty-seven deaths from tuber­ 
culosis since the first of January 
and this does not include the month 
of May is the alarm ing start for the 
first quarter. During the year 1907 
forty-seven deaths from tuberculo­ 
sis were recorded, but with our large 
number of deaths for the first quar­ 
ter of 1908 the death list of tubercu­ 
losis will double that of last year. 
That this disease is on the increase 
regardless of the growth in popula­ 
tion is very evident 
and 
nothing 
much done to check its prograss,some 
cases not even being reported to the ' 
health 
departm ent 
which could in 
many instances do much good in j 
the way of impressing the danger on 
the others of the family. 
CleanlineKit Im portant 
The necessity of isolating those 


I suffering from the disease as much 
as possible and the importance of 
cleanliness in many instances would 
do a great deal of good. 
The disinfecting or the 
sputum 
could

accomplished 
had 
) and many other things that people, 
especially many of our old people, 
I look a t with much suspicion, but the 
time is coming when the people of 
: this country will provide for a pa- 
I tient suffering from tuberculosis just 
; as readily and with as much care 
as our quarantine cases of today, 
diphtheria, etc. 
The passing of a milk ordinance 
which is very good and will have 
its good effects, will not by any 
means stamp out tuberculosis.

Technically 
speaking, the seats w’ill be “dished.” 
The Coliseum, when it has been 
transformed, will seat 11,170 persons I 
comfortably.

HEALTH OFFICER'S 
REPORT 


Tells 
Causes lor the Disease and 


Gives Advice as to How to 


Avoid its Ravages 


Tuberculosis has 
claimed twenty- 


seven lives in La Crosse since the 
first of January, more than doubling 
the deaths from that disease a year 
ago. 
This report Is shown on the 


books of the health officer at the 
city hall. In a majority of' cases on 
examination it has been found that 
the disease 
has 
been hereditary, 


though some of .the cases have been 
caused by living in unsanitary loca- 
tions. 
In speaking of 'the matter 


Health Officer Anthony Murphy gave 
the following interview: 


"Twenty-seven deaths from tuber- 


culosis since the first of January 
and this does not include the month 
of May is the alarming start for the 
first quarter. During the year 1907 
forty-seven 'deaths from tuberculo- 
sis were recorded, but with bur large 
number of deaths for the first quar- 
ter of 1908 the death list of tubercu- 
losis -will double that of last year. 
That this disease is on the increase 
regardless of the growth in popula- 
tion is very' evident ,and 
nothing 


much done to check Its prograss.some 
cases not even being reported to the 
health 
department 
which could in 


many instances dp much good in 
the way of impressing the danger on 
the others of the family. 


Cleanliness Important 


The necessity of isolating those 


suffering from the disease as much 
as possible and the importance of 
cleanliness In many instances would 
do a great deal of goad.

The disinfecting or the. sputum 


could 
be 
accomplished 
had 


and many other things that people, 
especially many of our old people, 
look at with much suspicion, but the 
time ris coming when the people of 
this country will provide for a pa- 
tient suffering from tuberculosis just 
as readily and with, as much care 
as pur quarantine cases of today, 
diphtheria, etc.

The passing of a milk ordinance 
which is very good and will have 
its good effects, will not ay any 
means stamp out tuberculosis. The 
disease being contracted in many 
other ways.

In darkness and

germs" thrive and live, but succumb 
to light and sunshine. Speaking of 
milk a minute ago, reminds me of 
the present situation '.'• On November 
the first any person or corporation 
selling milk or keeping for sale milk 
without a permit is subject to a fine 
but that scarcely covers the sanitary 
condition of the barn. Even though 
a certain party has a permit from the 
health department, that 
the 
cows 


have been tuberculine tested, that 
party could not be obliged to^be ab- 
solutely sanitary in the process of 
milking, the barn and surroundings, 
••without personal 
supervision and 
that is impossible. 


Pasteurizing Plant Needed 


My only suggestion . would 
be, 


that , 
we 
have 
a 
pasteurizing 


plant established in our city and that 
the first impression "that one gets 
on entering the plant is absolute 
cleanliness. 
The 'milk is first, put 


through a machine on the centrifugal 
order, which revolves many thousand 
times a minute, thus ridding the 
milk of any foreign solid matter that 
might accumulate 
during the . pro- 


cess of milking. This alone is worthy 
of consideration, for if your cows 
are healthy and,your milking is done 
under unsanitary, conditions, 
.this 


machine 'will rid it of anything for- 
eign. Then your milk is sent ,£o the 
heater and heated to a degree that 
will kill most germ ute and then its 
method of medication which is per- 
fectly harmless to the human "being, 
finishes the process excepting : the 
cooling, which is meant to, keep-the 
milk just as pure from germ, life as 
it is on leaving the heater, for \t is a 
well established fact that bacteria 
will develop only under a certain tem- 
perature, which must be warm."

40 PER CENT OF PREMIUMS APPEAL TO SUPREME COURT 


Are Paid from the State Treasury, 


Including Portion of Speed Pre- 
minums Unheard of Elsewhere 
- 


MADISON, Wis., June 6.-^(Spe- 
cial.)—"I.know of no state that is 
more liberal with aid to county fairs 
than Wisconsin," gaid J. M. True, 
secretary of agriculture, today. 


"Illinois has just 
adopted 
the 


leading features of the Wisconsin law 
by which 40 per cent of cash premi- 
ums paid is given by the state, but 
no percentage is allowed uppn speed 
purses as in Wisconsin. As In Wis- 
consin, the amount paid to any single 
society maintaining a fair Is limited 
to $1,700. 


"In Iowa while 40 per cent 
of 


cash premiums, speed excepted, is 
ostensibly offered, the 
limiting of 
amount to be paid any society to 
$200, offers small inducement 
to 


county fair associations forjthe offer 
of liberal premiums. 


"Minnesota appropriates $28,000 
annually for the aid of county agri- 
cultural societies. .This money is di- 
vided pro rata among societies hold- 
ing fairs, and paying out in premi- 
ums as much as is received from the 
state. Under this arrangement each: 
county receives between four and 
five hundred dollars. 


"In Wisconsin the state pays to 
each duly organized county or dis- 
trict fair 40 per cent of cash premi- 
ums paid for exhibits of live stock, 
and agricultural and kindred pro- 
ducts, and also 40 per cent of purses 
offered for speed contests up to the 
amount paid in premiums in 
live 
stock, etc. " The limit to be paid any 
county fair is $1,700. 


"All' of the states mentioned re- 


quire the prohibition of all.gambling 
devices or games, and the sale of in- 
toxicants.

"There seems to be no reason for 
complaint on the part of Wisconsin 
Fairs on account of the treatment 
they receive at the hands 
of 
the 
state, and a grateful recognition of 
such treatment, as well as a due re- 
gard for future relations with the 
state, should lead to a : frank and 
honest observance of the' laws by 
which they, are benefited."

That is the slate made up by peo- 


ple who add especial opportunity for 
information to some general politi- 
cal wisdom. 


Senator Crane is regarded as out 


of the consideration for chairman of 
the national committee. 
Another 


man of his'class is desired; a man 
who will stand well -with the proper- 
ty interests of. the country, who can 
raise a campaign fund and who has 
proved himself capable of managing 
the big business of a national can- 
vass. Mr. Meyer meets all the 
re- 


quirements. 


The plan is that the 
chairman 
shall devote himself 
especially to 


financing the 
campaign. 
He will 


furnish the sinews, which the active 
campaign manager will expend. Mr. 
Meyer is the man to raise the money. 
Mr. Hitchcock is the man to spend 
it, and to get results in doing so. 


Thus the organization which was 


adopted by the republicans in- the 
1904 campaign will be practically re- 
versed. Mr. Cortelyou was chairman 
in that year, although he did not at- 
tempt to handle the finances. The 
money end oC the 
business 
was 


looked after by* the treasurer, Corne- 
lius N. Bliss. 
Chairman Cortelyou 


was the spender, Mr. Bliss the pro- 
vider. 


There is a special and' peculiar' rea- 
son why a new form of organization 
cannot well be avoided this 
year. 


The original selection--for the- con- 
duct of the Taft campaign was Ar- 
thur -I. Vorys of Ohio. 
Mr. Vorys 


proved himself an excellent man • for 
the business oC handling Ohio, but 
when he got away from there he was 
rather beyond his depths. He didn't 
know either politics, or people on the 
national scale. 
It was made early 


apparent that some new arrangement 
must be made, and at that stage Mr. 
Hitchcock was 
brought 
into 
the 


game. He took charge nominally of 
the eastern and southern ends of the 
campaign, with Mr. Vorys'nominally 
in the management of the iwesf. Be- 
fore long the authority of the latter 
.TV as pruned down till he was- really 
confined to Ohio. 
But his nominal 
relations to the business were ' not 
changed. He has all along imagined 
himrelf the real boss of the cam- 
paign, or at least the co-equal of Mr. 
Kitcbcock in it. 


I'"or personal reasons, it would be 


difficult for Secretary Taft to cb'-ote 
b»!.ween these two men for chairman- 
ship of the national committee But 
for this embarrassment, Mv. Hitch- 


cark would undoubtedly 
be made 


cha/'iman. 
To prefer' him 
would 


cause embarrassment and' difficulty. 
So the probable conclusion will be to 
go outside entirely, and that leads to 
the consideration of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Meyer. 


There was a time when Mr. Meyer 


was regarded as a dilettante and a 
mere rich man who had 'happened to 
stumble into a pot of money toy the 
easy process of inheritance. 
That 
time is past. Mr. Meyer didn't have 
•much chance to make <his abilities 
known-as an ambassador; albeit 
the 


state department and'the'president 
realize'thai to him was in a large 
-'measure due credit for-handling the 
preliminaries to this country's- inter- 
vention 'between Russia and, Japan, 
ending .with the Portsmouth 
peace 
conference. > But when he became 
postmaster 
general -he 
proceeded 
promptly to prove himself 
a real, 


equipped man of affairs. He has, been 
growing on the country ever since. - 
-' Mr. Meyer is therefore looked upon 
now as 'more likely to 'be chairman 
than anybody else--under considera- 
tion. 
In that -event it is predicted 
that he will become secretary of the 


•ly treasury in the Taft cabinet. 
Mr. 
-1 Hitchcock, in consideration 
of his 
services as 'manager t of the campaign, 
is picked for 'head of the postoffice 
department. 


The story goes that Mr. Hitch- 


cock has made 
himself 
especially 
strong with Chas.- P. Taft, financier 
of the campaign. -The fashion In 
which he saved Kentucky to Ta£t at 
the last hour especially endeared! 
him to * all the Taft people. Atr. Vor- 
ys had been looking after Kentucky. 
It was suddenly deevloped that Brad- 
ley was getting away with 1pie 'state. 
Hitchcock was urged to take, charge 
there, and the state was turned over 
to him. He did some-.fine work and 
saved the day. Prom that time forth 
it was recognized that 'he was the real 
politician in the game.
